"Canada faces the task of 

training the youngsters of today 
for leadership tomorrow/' Mrs. 

Bell said. "TTiis is a vitally 
urgent task, since responsibili- 
ties of the post-war reconstruc- 
tion period will fall on these 
children many years sooner than 
would normally be the case. 

"Two generations of leaders 
have been drained from our 
population by two wars in our 
short lifetime. Canada stands 
second nation in the Americas 
and must' be able to contribute 
trained statesmen, professional, 
business and technical personnel. 
To train these children for their 
responsibilities, there must first 
be established a foundation of 
good health and tonight we are 
going to study citizenship from 
this angle."

"On the summit of Mount St

"You people will not need any 
argument about tho necessity 
for critical thinking and intelli- 
gent action regarding food pro- 
duction and the manpower sit- 
uation in Canada," said Mr. 

"The warmest loyalty on 
the port of Canada's farming 
community will not of itself en- 
able that community to produce 
the needed food. 

"One of the disturbing things 
about the war situation is the 
attitude of many Canadian news- 
papers toward the problem of 
relationships between Great 
Britain and India," he continued. 
"With warm loyalty but a tragic 
failure to exercl.se any critical 
intelligence, they continue to 
talk of the past advantages of 
British rule in India, education, 
public health, transportation, 
communications, public works, 
etc. Britain hns bestowed these 
benefits upon India but sho has 
not bestowed the one benefit 
which India now wants nnd de- 
mands. It is the same benefit 
which the rest of the British 
empire is fighting to maintain, 
namely, freedom, independence. 

"Indjn, that old, old land, is 
today a seething volcano of dis- 
content The sooner this is 
known by Canadians— people in 
Great Britain know it already— 
the less disilhisioning and tragic 
will be the shock of tho erup- 
tion. 

"The Thomas character, in 
which blends the critical mind 
nnd the loyal spirit, Is needed 
today, needed In relation to 
Canadian agriculture, in rolntion 
to many other areas of life, I 
nm convinced that we need the 
Thomas character nnd its fruits 
in Christian experience and 
faith. We need it In Individual 
Chrlstinn life and In the corpor- 
ate Christian life of the church."

Rying Officer Tells 

Lions Club Where 

Their Money Goes 

"Unusual, but not unusual, 
because similar things are hap- 
pening every day," was the way 
Flying Officer Alan Bell, Tor- 
onto, described at the Lions club 
on Monday evening the Mediter- 
ranean adventure in which he 
lost a leg. 

President Fred Thompson pre* 
sided at the meeting at St.. Paul's 
parish hall. Vktory loan sales* 
man W. L. Bosworth introduced 
Flying Officer Bell. H, U Trapp, 
Victory loan organizer, was a 
head-table guest. 

"A year ago this summer I 
was flying a medium bomber to 
the Middle East," Flying Officer 
Bell related. "We had a crew of 
four men. Wei were knocked 
down by anti-aircraft fire off the 
African coast. We were about 
three miles off shore, 

"We landed in the sea. One 

of the propellers came through 
and chewed up my leg a bit 
The other men were' uninjured. 
We scrambled out and got into 
our rubber dinghy. The plane 
sank two minutes later. It took 
us three hours to get to shore 
on the const of Morocco. There 
were a party of Arabs and a few 
French officers there. 

"We spent about two hours on 
the beach in the heat It was 
finallv decided to tnkc my crow 
to prison camp and to take me 
to hospital 1 was taken to a 
tiny native hospital with one 
doctor. Ho was a Corslcan, 
When he had time to look at me, 
it wns six hours since I had 
been injured, and a lot of things 
can happen to a wound in the 
tropics in that time. He decided 
to amputate to save my life. 
Six months later I was dis- 
charged and sent to a prison 
camp, 

"One of tho mnln features of 
the prison camp wna the under- 
ground detention cell. The tem- 
perature varied from 110 degrees 
in the day to cold at night. You 
had no bed, no blankets. You 
went into the detention cell for 
the slightest Infringement of 
regulations, or for not moving 
fast enough when told. Food 
consisted of thin soup and a slice 
of bread twice a day, 

•'It was decided to send mo to 
Marseilles, to bo fitted with an 
artifical leg, and interned in 
Franco or Germany. We left 
Casablanca last November, Two 
days out at night wo felt a terri- 
fic craah. Wo hod barged into 
an Allied convoy at Oram 

"It was ono of tho convoys 
for the invaBion of north Africa. 
They rescued mynelf and other 
prisoners. -Wo stayed with that 
convoy, saw them land, saw 
them fight. The country sur- 
rendered nnd wo woro token to 
Algiers, and then to England, I 
wan then sent bock to Canada. 

"I nm in Toronto doing ground 
Instructional work, but Z hope to 
ho flying again. I think that I 
am a lucky guy. Hod our ship 
boon two hours earlier wc would 
have missed that convoy, 

"Now I would Just like to give 
ynu nn idea how your money is 
spent. That bomber 1 was in 
cost approximately $100,000, The 
training of that crew, which wart 
out of action for six months, 
cost many thounondB mnrc, 1 
think it costs $50,000 to train n 
pilot.

few mistakes in the telling of 
the T^lagoos' saga, we know the 

braves of the tribe who still sur- 
vive to a man (we are Inform- 
ed), will rather smoke the pipe 
of peace by their firesides than 
reach for their tomahawks and 
go searching for our fast thin- 
ning scalp. The glories of the 
past leave enough scalps on 
their belts without looking for 
tnore. 

Canada's national game, la* 
crosse and it is just that, by act 
of parliament, too, was in its 
prime in the early part of the 
present century. The town, vil- 
lage or hamlet that failed to 
field a lacrosse team was virtu- 
ally not on the map, and its 
inhabitants generally were re- 
garded as "foreigners' 1 by the 
rest of the population. A muni- 
cipality's progress and import- 
ance could be practically 
measured by its success .in the 
race for lacrosse supremacy. 

Martham, for instance, in 
1899 won the Canadian senior 
championship with a team that 
featured Charlie Qucrrie, later 
to win international recognition 
as chief sachem of the Toronto 
Tecumseh tribe and Toronto St. 
Pat's hockey club, and three 
Newmarket products, T. F. 
Doyle, the late Larry Doyle, and 
Jack Kelly, names still in the 
lacrosse limelight, as well as 
other stars. Richmond Hill, 
Bradford, Aurora, Newmarket 
all vied with each other every 
season in red-hot play, and It 
was a case of being on your 
toes continually or your players 
were elsewhere. 

With no national registration 
cards, it was almost necessary to 
employ the Pinkcrtons to tell 
sometimes just who was playing 
&s "John Doe" for the opposing 
side. 

The election of the late Herb. 
Lennox to the presidency of the 
C.L.A. was another item that 
added considerable pep and en- 
thusiasm for the gutted stick in 
the district. Herb., himself n 
player of considerable merit, 
was on his way to the top 
politically in those days and 
athletics, as you may have 
noticed^ have seldom hindered 
the progress of any candidate 
for office. The sports fans arc 
a pretty loyal crowd nt the 
ballot box. To nil intents and 
purposes the local league be- 
came practically professional 
around 1905, with some pretty 
fancy greenbacks being trans- 
ferred to the players from time 
to time. You had to be pretty 
quick on the field and in the 
committee room to get any place 
those days. 

The word Talagooa, it is learn- 
ed from conversation with Mr. 
T. F. Doyle, was synonomotts 
with the word Newmarket so 
far ns lacrosse was concerned ns 
early ns the 18B0's. Why the 
name was adopted or who was 
responsible for its adoption re- 
mains, so far as wc arc able to 
ascertain, a deep dark secret. 
Wore the Talogoos an Indian 
tribo7 So far we have not run 
across them in the books, hut 
wc shall he pleased to lc,orn. 
Mr. Doyle believes the word to 
bo Indian In its derivation, and 
to mean "hard fighters." Who 
shall sny the name was not ap- 
propriate? For the hoys from 
Newmarket in those days nt 
least were always noted for 
their ability to both take it and 
hand it out, and fight hard to 
the end no matter what the 
score. Hob Manning, Larry and 
'Turk" Doyle, Harry Donnnn, 
Jerry Graves, Shotting, North- 
cote, Kelly and countless more 
won the stamp of approval, 
wherever the game was played, 
both for ability and intestinal 
fortitude. One of the regrets 
that Mr. Doyle nnd many of the 
older sportsmen linvo Is tho 
dropping of tho word "Talngoos" 
by connl-town teams nnd tho 
substitution of tho word "Hod- 
men." It would have been fit- 
ting indeed, thinks Mr. Doyle, 
for that dominion championship 
hockey team of 1033 to hnvo 
borne tho historic and honored 
name "Tntagoos" 

Pat Vernon nnd Charlie 
Ho wn tree a fow years ago, when 
an attempt was made to revive 
lacrosse In Newmarket, did call 
their team by that name, but It 
wm dropped again, Who knows 
what tho future will bring? 

Yavaf****, in the period we 
write about, weren't born with 
silver spoons In their mouth*, 
but with gutted sticks in their 
hand. It waa a tough Job, how* 
ever, to get financial support 
for the kids, or for an ambitious 
kid to break into the town'a 
big team. The players looked 
with suspicion upon a new- 
comer and ht had to prove him- 
self In tht school of hard knocks 
before he got hit chance.

There were 
ten or 15 juvenile groups that 
year spread throughout the 
province. Group S had Aurora, 
Newmarket and Bradford as a 
competing trio. Group 6 con- 
sisted of Beeten, Tottenham, 

AUbton and Cookstown, group 7 
had Barrle and OrilUa. With 
the exception of Aurora all (he 
others .used the local fair 
grounds for their games, Aurora 
using the town park. From 
these three groups by pre-aea- 
son arrangement was to come 
fine of the CJUA semi-finalists.

Prepare Hotbeds Now

October is the month of clean- 
up in the garden, it is also the 
month for getting ready for 
spring. As we said a while 
ago, it is still time to plant all 
the spring flowering bulbs, and 

still time to divide some of 

your perennials. Remember 
mother nature does all her 

planting in the faU True, most 

of the plants do not come up till 

the spring but many seeds and 
olants make root-growth during 
mild spells of the winter, 

This is a fine time to put in 
trees and shrubs as the stock is 
absolutely dormant in the fall 
after the leaves have fallen. 
When you plant in the fall, the 
trees become well established 
before spring and start to grow 
more quickly than spring plant- 
ed trees. Flowering shrubs 



and rosea, moved In the foil, 
usually bloom the first summer, 
and you have s the advantage of 
late fall and early spring raini, 
which usually do not come till 
after spring planting. 

If you intend having a hot- 
bed nekt year, make your plan* 
now. ■ Select your site, which 
should be close, sheltered and, if 
possible, on the south side of a 
building. There are two types. , 
the above-ground and the dug- 
out type. If you are going to 

have the pit type dig the soil 

out from eighteen inches to two 
feet and two to three feet longer 

and wider than the frame you 

intend to use. Do it now. 

Collect the earth you will be 
using before freeze-up. Put it* 
in bags and baskets in the cellar. 
This will take the cold out ©< ' 
the soil and will not chill your 
hot-bed when you make it up. 
Mix soil and some well-rotted ■ 
cow manure for the hot-bed filL- 
Now is the time to put up 
parsley for winter use in pots or -, 
boxes for some not-too-cold 
cellar or kitchen window.

MEMORY Bf US 



By GOLDEN GLOW 

Like a good many other things 
memory bells are a thing of the 
past. And why? -Kecause they are 
of .Japanese origin! It may be 
that a good many nowadays 
do not even know what a memory 
hell is, or what It signifies. Per- 
haps I'd better just explain the 
construction first. You may know 
it by another name. It is what is 
<*ommonly known as a "wind" bell 
— for It is supposed to bang where 
tho wind makes it ring. 

Should one* say ring? We 
naturally think of a bell as some- 
thing that has a metallic sound. 
But the memory bell is made sole* 
ly of glass, and fine wire, and 
string. Some are quite large, and 
some just miniature, really tiny, 
but they can tinkle just the same. 
They are made of graduated 
circle* of wire, the top circle be- 
ing qttHe smati, and from it fa the 
cord that suspends tt from its 
hanger. H needs a clear space to 
•hang quite free and unobstructed, 
K> the wind can get to it, T"tien 
frdm the centre is suspended the 
clapper, if I may call it that. The 
whole thing is composed of oblong 
piece* of glass, hanging suspended 
from the wire circle, long and 
abort pieces, while the one in the 
iOentre hangs below all the others. 

You can readily see how it came 
■to be called a "wind" bell, for 
«very 'breath of wtnd, even a slight 
breese, will cause it to vibrate. 
The centre piece touches the outei 
pleoea, and the result is a musical 
note. But, when the wind blows 
strong, It results in a definite 
clashing and the sound Is not so 
musical! It is well named the 
wind bell! In former years yon 
often saw one hanging on 

people's verandahs, and the famil- 
iar tinkling sound was always 
pleasant to the ear. 

But now for the reason they are 

called "memory .bells"— and if 

each Japanese soldier presents one 

- to his lady-love before going to 

war what a terrific lot of memory 

bell* are ringing In Japan! For 

that is the idea— -tho Japanese 

«old1er gives his sweetheart a 

wind bell when he leaves to go to 

<tho wars. Bite must hang It 

where the wind con make it ring 

and ercry time It rings sho must 

think of him! Naturally it rings 

most of tho time, for a mere breath 

will set It vibrating. So tho Jap 

. soldier ha<! a constant remindct 

« left behind.

- I,ater he per- 
formed for Bradford. He is em- 
ployed on defence work at Mal-

Cal; Hartford, now a Weston 
resident, along with Roy Statey 
and Harper Price* both still resi- 
dents in the old home town, 
formed the defence field and 
they were regular shadows for 
opposing homes to tackle. 
Statey, despite his small stature, 
was a rootinMootin* hombre to 
pass. 

Roy Anderson, one of the fast- 
est men ever to play lacrosse, 
was at centre and was tireless 
as an automan. His moniker 
was "Short" but he was plenty 
long on class. Later he played 
at Oshawn and Brantford. Now 
he is residing in Toronto. 

Basil Fierheller was his under- 
study, and n good one too. He 
was a fine team player and is 
now in England. Mat Mulroy, 
later lo win fame with Tecum- 
sehs and St, Simon's, was ace 
sniper' of the trnm. Against 
Hespeler he bagged no less than 
four goals. He was a great ftll- 
roiinci athlete too and won addi- 
tional laurels as a hockey player 
with Preston. 

Jhn Canton, described by 
many as "the best sUekhnndlor 
not even excepting 'Newsy' La- 
londo," learned up perfectly with 
Mulroy and got his share of 
tallies. He resides near New- 
market now while Mulroy at 
Inst reporls was living In 
Detroit, Mich. 

Vern. rrparri. better known to 
all ns "Spot," was at outside 
home and he was lis elusive as 
an eel in close to the nets. 
"Spot" resides in Aurora now. 
Bert Ep worth, another 
smoothie called "Nip," was at 
the inside home slot and oppos- 
ing point players had a great 
deal of respect for his guile, 
Lcpard and Spworth, according 
to Doylo strategy, in place of 
the usual lacrosse tactics, were 
often as not setting up thp plays 
for Ganton and Muffoy by 
drawing their checks away and 
leaving a dash for goat possible.

Bracebridge in 1909, for the sec- 
ond year in a row, with Jack 
McDonald, now president 1 of the 
Ontario Lacrosse' association, as 
a member, won. the LaFortune 
trophy emblematic of junior 
supremacy. 

Nineteen ten wasn't, however, 
a successful year for the clubs 
and lacrosse was soon to be on 
its way put in Newmarket The 
juveniles of *09 wound up the 
season in blue ink and with 
money in the bank. The gradual 
let-down in what once was a 
winning sport sounds much the 
same story as hockey in canal- 
town following the champion- 
ship of '33. Revival of field la- 
crosse, made in the 20's, had a 
brief history. There were two 
attempts at box-lacrosse in the 
30*s, but not since the days of 
the juvenile Talagoos has la- 
crosse flourished in Newmarket. 
Hardball became the prevailing 
summer-time game. In turn 
softball ousted the hardballers 
in the favoritism of the fans. 
Now softball has gone, and hard- 
ball has replaced it. 

Could it be the cycle is to be 
reversed and in the next few 
years lacrosse will replace hard- 
ball as the favorite summer pas- 
time? Stranger things have 
happened, an<l there remain suf- 
ficient of the old Talagoos on 
the native heath to give the 
needed impetus and encourage- 
ment if they could but be per- 
suaded. We don't think it would 
take too much effort at that. If 
we had our way, just as baseball 
has its Cooperstown, N.Y., hall 
of fame, and hockey will have 
one at Kingston. .Ont., each 
municipality would preserve the 
story ot the past, athletically and 
otherwise for the generations to 
come. Newmarket has a proud 
athletic history* but how many 
kids know about it? Some of 
the fellows you now regard as 
old 'timers could, ih. their day, 
have put your: efforts on the 
sports field to shame. 

The tale of the ' Talagoos, the 
story of a bunch of. homebrew" 
kids whp had the goods, and. de- 
livered it, is one we feel every 
Newmarket youngster should 
know. The tribe may have re- 
tired to the "long house" now 
but remember they were once 
warrior braves to rank with the 
best. " -■
